During February and March of last year the Hollis 
Woman’s: Club, aided by the State Milk Fund, made it 
possible for eight school children to receive milk “every day ; 
This was a big factor in keeping these children in better 
health. 

Twenty-one school children received the toxoid vaccine 


at a clinic held at the school last May. This makes the 
school almost 100% safe guarded against Diphtheria. 


A clinic for underweight children was held at the school 
October 24. Dr. R. E. Kerr examined fifty pupils. Many 
of these children have made a steady gain in weight and 
others were given advice as to proper diet and amount of 
rest needed to gain. Plans for a second dental clinic in 
the spring are under way.
